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ALMOST HALF OF LGBT EMPLOYEES 
ARE NOT OUT AT WORK, SURVEY SAYS

Todd Sears has been out of the closet for as 
long as he’s been an adult. 

Openly gay since he was i8 years old, Sears 
started his first job out of college assuming 
he’d be the same at work. But three weeks 
after starting his position on Wall Street, his 
boss called someone a homophobic slur. And 
that was that. 

“I basically realized that I had to be in the 
closet,” said Sears, now 35. ‘And having not 
been that closeted and having to shift back 
and watch pronouns and make up an imagi- 
nary girlfriend and really sort of re-experience 
in a corporate setting what I had experienced 
growing up was exhausting.” 

That exhaustion— the constant fear that 
a boss or employer will discover your sexual 
orientation or gender identity — may be more 
common than some would think. Forty-eight 
percent of LGBT employees are in the closet 
at work, and one-third of them are leading 
“double lives,” in which they’re out to family 
and friends but not colleagues, according to a 
recent study by the Center for Work-Life Pol- 
icy, a think tank in New Yoik. The survey and 
other data suggest some closeted gay workers 
are suffering the ill effects of hiding— as are 
the employers of those workers. 

“Corporate America is not always a quote, 
unquote meritocracy,” said Sears, who is out 
now as a New York-based diversity adviser. “If 
you’re in the closet, you’re hiding and you’re 
hiding something very intrinsic about your- 
self” 

While conditions for gay workers appear 
to be improving, there is work to be done, ac- 
tivists say LGBT people stay in the closet for 
a variety of reasons, experts say, whether they 
be worries that advancement will stall, fear of 
harassment or other ill effects. Subtle cues — 


an invite to a company function that doesn’t 
mention partners or significant others, for 
example— can act as tipoffs for workplaces 
that might be less than welcoming. 

‘A lot of companies feel like, ‘Oh we have 
an {anti-discrimination} policy’ ” said Karen 
Sumberg, senior vice president for the Cen- 
ter for Work-Life Policy “Partner benefits are 
nice. That’s great, but that doesn’t build an 
inclusive culture.” 

Case in point: The experience of Brian, a 
Chicago-area man in his 30s whose partner 
is closeted at work. He said though the two 
have come to an understanding about the 
matter, it was hurtful initially (RedEye is not 
providing his full name in order to maintain 
his partner’s privacy) 

“It bothered me a lot at first,” Brian said. 
“The Christmas party, I could never go to 
that.” 

But what about people who think being 
gay is just personal business that no one needs 
to know about? 

Two-thirds of LGBT workers in a Human 
Rights Campaign 2009 survey said “one rea- 
son they are not open to everyone at work is 
because ‘it’s nobody’s business.’ ” The report 
goes on to say that the data showed the “no- 
body’s business” employees might be influ- 
enced by bad attitudes about LGBT people 
at work. 

Sears points out that the same attitude 
about “personal business” doesn’t hold true 
for straight people. 

“It’s kind of laughable. ... I say, ‘Great, awe- 
some, try that for 24 hours. Try to not men- 
tion your wife, your kids, take all the pictures 
out of your office, see how well you do,’ ” he 
said. 

Nick Rutan, 28, of Buena Park, has had a 
different experience, but knows not all com- 
panies are open to LGBT employees. Rutan

worlds in sales for Groupon and says his co- 
worl^ers there are young, the environment 
is casual and “no one really gives a [bleep] if 
you are gay or not.” 

When the company was a startup with 
a handful of employees, Rutan said, he 
went to human resources leaders there and 
pointed out that company missives didn’t 
read inclusive and that no domestic part- 
ner benefits were available. 

“I was like, ‘Did you know this is hap- 
pening and did you know that we don’t 
offer domestic partner benefits? Did you 
know that if we really want to attract a 
high caliber of work force that we should 
do that?’ ” Rutan said. And the company 
responded. 


But every work environment isn’t as 
welcoming. An HRC study showed that 
58 percent of LGBT people reported nega- 
tive comments or jokes about gay people 
at work. One-fourth to one-third of the 
people at gay-hostile workplaces said they 
were distracted, depressed or exhausted. 

“Contrary to what a lot of people be- 
lieve, an employer can terminate an em- 
ployee in most states or most jurisdictions 
for any reason,” said Christopher Clark, se- 
nior staff attorney in the Midwest regional 
office for Lamda Legal. 

Illinois, Cook County and the city of 
Chicago have anti-discrimination laws 
that cover sexual orientation or gender 
identity, so people who’ve been harassed 


have some legal avenues to pursue. 

But Clark said the gap between legal 
inclusion and workplace acceptance still 
is very real. And closeted LGBT workers 
may not be as effective of employees as 
their out counterparts. 

“People tend to be happier and health- 
ier when they can work in environments 
where they can be out,” he said. 

Meanwhile, Brian says that though 
progress is being made, being gay still can 
affect someone’s career. 

“We’re making some strides in terms 
of acceptance,” but his partner works in a 
“boys’ club” with old-fashioned values. “It 
could potentially hurt his job.”

Pregnant teen killed 


Doctors are able to 
deliver her second child

Sixteen-month-old Kamarrea Jefferson stood 
in his grandmother’s living room Wednesday, 
clutching a Spider-Man figure and staring at 
the dozens of people arriving to mourn his 
mother’s death. 

The toddler’s mother, Charinez Jefferson, 
17, was gunned down around the corner from 
her family’s home in Marquette Park on Tues- 
day night. Jefferson was six months pregnant 
with her second child, a boy who was deliv- 
ered in an emergency procedure shortly after 
the shooting and was in critical condition 
Wednesday night. 

“The hardest part is for a child who is 16 
months old to begin to wonder, ‘Where is my 
momma?’ ” said Jefferson’s mother, Debbie, 
tears streaming down her face as she clutched 


photos of her smiling daughter. 

Police aren’t sure if Jefferson was the target 
but said there have been recent gang shoot- 
ings in the area. No arrests had been made by 
Wednesday night. 

Jefferson spent much of Tuesday at Mar- 
quette Park with her son and her friends, said 
Jajuan Moore, 17, a friend of Jefferson’s since 
the fourth grade who had walked home with 
her and her son about 20 minutes before the 
10:35 p.m. shooting. 

Jefferson told Moore she was going to bed 
and waved goodbye to him from a window 
in her second-floor apartment, he said as he 
stood Wednesday outside the building in the 
6300 block of South Albany Avenue. 

But a short time later, Jefferson went to a 
store at the end of the block, her mother said. 
She said she had just talked to her daughter on 
the phone a few minutes before some of her 
daughter’s friends ran to her apartment and 
said Jefferson had been shot. 


As Jefferson walked home with a group of 
friends, a gunman got out of a car, ran up and 
opened fire, police said. 

“One of them yelled, ‘He’s got a got a gun,’ 
and everyone scattered,” police spokesman 
Officer Ronald Gaines said. 

Jefferson was hit in the body and head. Fire 
Department spokesman Will Knight said. 
She was in full cardiac arrest when paramed- 
ics arrived and was rushed to Advocate Christ 
Medical Center in Oak Lawn as the paramed- 
ics worked to save the baby Knight said. 

Jefferson was declared dead at the hospi- 
tal at ii:ii p.m., but doctors quickly decided 
to perform emergency surgery to deliver the 
baby, hospital officials said. 

“It was a valiant effort by our emergency 
department team ... to deliver the baby suc- 
cessfully from a patient who was lethally 
shot,” hospital spokesman Mike Maggio said. 
“Now, in the case of the baby, all we can do is 
wait and see.” 


At least 16 
McKinley 
Park geese 
found dead

Parts of McKinley Park on the 
Southwest Side should be avoided 
until officials can figure out why at 
least 16 geese died there over two 
days. 

The dead geese were found near 
the park’s pond and its softball fields, 
according to the Chicago Commis- 
sion on Animal Care and Control. 
Six dead birds were found Tuesday 
by a park-goer and Chicago police 
officers found 10 others Wednesday 
morning. 

Two additional geese were found 
dead Tuesday at 3100 S. Archer Ave., 
near the Stevenson Expressway and 
not far from the park. 

What killed the fowl has yet to be 
determined. 

Animal Care and Control is work- 
ing with a wildlife biologist from the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, and 
several of the geese have been sent 
to a lab for necropsies and toxicol- 
ogy tests, said Cherie Travis, execu- 
tive director of Animal Care and 
Control. 

Chicago Park District spokes- 
woman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner said 
poisoning was suspected, but Travis 
said she could not confirm that. 

As a precaution, Travis said Ani- 
mal Care and Control advised the 
Park District to discourage park- 
goers from fishing or walking dogs in 
the area where the dead geese were 
found. 

“We’re really trying to be thor- 
ough to make sure we understand if 
there’s a public health risk,” Travis 
said. 

Park District employees were 
at McKinley Park on Wednesday 
informing people of what had hap- 
pened and posting signs in grassy 
areas and by the park’s pond, Maxey- 
Faulkner said. She said there had 
been no reports of problems with 
any other animals in the park. 

A few geese were walking around 
the park Wednesday morning, and 
people there said they were unaware 
that so many geese had died. 

“That’s sad, because they’re a part 
of nature,” said Leticia Salinas, 47, of 
Brighton Park. 
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Mail carriers fight 
for their own safety

On a chilly fall mornings mail carrier Kha- 
lalisa Norris wheeled her cart along West 
Congress Parkway in Austin. She had just 
dropped a bundle of envelopes into the 
mail slot of a two-flat graystone, when she 
heard a man call from a passing car. 

“Mail ladydtick!’^ he yelled 

Gunfire exploded from one of the car 
windows. 

“No sooner than I hit the ground— 
pow, pow, pow! — I had to roll under a 
SUV,” said Norris, a 33-year-old mother 
of three who remembers laying under the 
vehicle that morning and thinking: “God, 
please dodt let me die today. 

Once the code of the street made mail 
carriers a protected class. Dressed in their 
navy blue uniforms, they walked safely 
through the city^s most dangerous neigh- 
borhoods. Drug dealers stepped aside for 
their cart. I'hugs held their fire until car- 
riers finished the routes and drove away 
in their boxy white trucks. 

But now, carriers say that code is 
changing. A spate of armed robberies and 
other violent incidents — including carri- 
ers caught in drive-by shootings — have 
left many mailmen and women looking 


over their shoulders this summer. 

As the tension escalates, many carri- 
ers say the U.S, Postal Service isn^t doing 
enough to keep them safe. Carriers con- 
tend they typically aren't told when oth- 
ers on nearby routes are robbed, assaulted 
or caught in shootings. "I'hose who expe- 
rience violence often have to fight with 
management— sometimes unsuccess- 
fully — to transfer to another route. Many 
believe incidents are not reported up the 
chain of command and, as a result, statis- 
tics underestimate the dangers carriers 
face. 

“I'ar too often, the carrier walks away 
[from a violent incident] feeling as if the 
managers don't care,'' said Mack Julion, 
president of the Chicago branch of the 
National Association of Letter Carriers. 
“'I he carrier feels that the managers and 
supervisors think the mail is more of a 
priority than the carrier's personal safety” 

f or its part, the Postal Service says this 
isn't so. “Any notion that the Postal Ser- 
vice doesn't have our carriers' backs when 
it comes to their safety is simply not true,” 
Mark Reynolds, a spokesman for the Post- 
al Service in Chicago, wrote in an email re- 
sponse to questions from the 'Iribune,

Putin backs air show 


Abercrombie & Fitch 
has a deai for the Sitch 


NEW YORK Abercrombie & Fitch 
has offered money to get away from 
what it sees as an undesirable Situation. 

The preppy retailer has offered to pay 
cast members from MTV’s popular show 
“Jersey Shore” to stop wearing its clothes, 
it said in a statement late Tuesday 

The company is “deeply concerned” that 
Michael “The Situation” Sorrentino “could 
cause significant damage” to the brand’s 
“aspirational nature.” 

“Jersey Shore” features a cast of 20- and 
30 -something “Italian-Americans” party- 
ing, tanning and complaining about their 
jobs at a beachfront T-shirt stand. 

The offer could be considered an abrupt 


about-face for a company that previously 
sold T-shirts emblazoned with the wording 
“The Fitchuation.” 

“It’s a clever PR stunt and we’d love to 
work with them on other ways they can 
leverage Jersey Shore’ to reach the largest 
youth audience on television,” MTV said 
in a statement posted to thr.com. 

While seen as more of a publicity stunt 
than anything else, Abercrombie’s offer 
was mentioned in notes Wednesday by 
Wall Street analysts. 

“No love for Jersey Shore!’ ” Nomura Se- 
curities analyst Peter Lejuez wrote in a re- 
port titled “Jersey abs not welcome here.” 

Lejuez said shoppers in Europe, a region 


in which he says Abercrombie is eager to 
expand, may not like the look of the ram- 
bunctious reality show’s cast. 

“They have a different look than The 
Situation,” Lejuez said in an interview. 

Abercrombie also reported earnings 
that beat analysts’ expectations Wednes- 
day 

The results prompted Wall Street Strat- 
egies analyst Brian Sozzi to write: “Man- 
agement may be correct in asking [and of- 
fering to pay] the cast of Jersey Shore’ to 
stop donning its logo-wear. It doesn’t need 
the infusion of MTV and side-job doUars 
from the Jersey Shore’ crew, if 2Q11 was 
any indication.”

Hester silent on allegations 


BOURBON NAIS As far as the Bears are con- 
cerned, what might have happened at the 
University of Miami stays at the University of 
Miami. 

Stunning allegations of rampant NCAA 
violations at the school and millions of dollars 
in impermissible gifts from one rogue booster 
being lavished on student athletes came out 
in a highly detailed Yahoo! Sports report that 
names Devin Hester as one of more than 
70 athletes involved. 

Hester, pictured with Hurricanes booster 
Nevin Shapiro in multiple photos in the 
^hoo! report, declined to discuss the situa- 
tion Wednesday, a day after he said he didn’t 
know the man who is serving 20 years in fed- 
eral prison after being convicted of running a 
$930 million Ponzi scheme. 


NCAA CONFIRMS INVESTIGATION 

The NCAA said Wednesday it has been 
investigating the relationship between 
a convicted Ponzi scheme artist and the 
University of Miami for five months, and 
the allegations-if true-show the need for 
“serious and fundamental change” in col- 
lege sports. 

“I’m prepared to talk Chicago Bears foot- 
ball,” Hester said. “I’m willing to do whatever 
you want— if you want to talk about Bears, 
I’m all down for it. But other than that, no 
comment.” 

As far as the Bears and the NFL are con- 
cerned, the story is mostly a non-issue. It 
doesn’t affect his standing with them just like 


the Reggie Bush USC probe didn’t involve the 
Saints directly In this instance, there’s no na- 
tional championship team Hester was on, and 
he didn’t win a Heisman Trophy 

“That’s the University of Miami’s issue,” 
Bears general manager Jerry Angelo said. 

Shapiro admitted he had an ax to grind 
with the players he splurged for because he 
believes they betrayed him at his time of 
need when authorities came down on him. 
According to the Yahoo! article, Hester al- 
legedly received rims for his SUV, $3,000 
for an engagement ring, cash bounties for 
game performances and NBA playoff tickets 
through Shapiro. None of that would affect 
his standing in the NFL, and he’s not bound 
to discuss the matter with NCAA officials if 
they come calling.

On the heels of the opening of River North^s 
Hubbard Inn earlier this year, David Mitria and 
his crew are back, bringing a new barbecue spot 
to Lincoln Park. Just in time for football season, 
Barn & Company boasts a sizable side patio, 
plenty of TVs for game watching and a consulting 
barbecue master, Gary Wiviott. 

Moving from Kansas City has left me craving a 
Budweiser-and-pulled-pork combo on more than 
one occasion, so I jumped at the chance to visit 
this new hangout. 

You^re not forgetting something— the patio is 
new Part of the indoor dining room from The 
Grand Central has been converted to this 8o -per- 
son outdoor space complete with colorful metal 
chairs that look (with a little more rust) like some- 
thing straight off your grandparents’ back porch. 
The intersection gets quite a bit of foot traffic, so 
don’t expect a quiet meal. 






little juvenile, Hubbard Tnn is decorated to the max, so it 
was refreshing to see the scene at Barn & Co, stay fairly 
subdued, with an emphasis on the old barn-wood walls 
and a few tufted leather booths. 

If you’re sitting outside ... 

you’ll need to know how to play the “what 
did you s ay game, 'tracks carrying Red, 

Brown and Purple Line “U trains stand a 
little more than a block away interrupt- 
ing conversations on the patio every few 
minutes. I recommend saying some- 
thing outlandish and/or mildly offensive 
just as the train passes. 'And that’s why 
she’s not allowed back in Kansas” seems 
to work well. 


Now about that barbecue ... 

that theyVe hoping to be known for, Fll admit, T didn't go 
in expecting much and I ended up pleasantly surprised. 

Ihe pulled pork sliders were tender and 
the pickled red onions and toasted 
bun added j ust the right amount 
of crunch. But the house-made 
sauces on the table need a little 
tweaking: One version is way 
too heavy on the vinegar and 
the other was a little too sweet 
for my taste. They both were 
lacking a well-rounded, smoky 
flavor. My vote? Go for the 
ribs. Perfectly pink and tender, 
the slab was a hit with everyone 
at the table.

the french fries again. Our batch was perfectly salted and 
crisp.

Bonus: The 
patio will be glass-enclosed and heated in the winter. 

Bottom line 

Stop by if you happen to be in the neighborhood. The 
food is good and the beer list isn’t bad. I’m still on the 
hunt for a Kansas City-comparable barbecue spot in this 
city and while Barn & Company isn’t there quite yet, it 
makes for a solid dinner and drinks stop.

There’s a cardinal rule when producing a Lon- 
don dry gin, says Phil Brandon, founder of 
Rock Town Distillery in Little Rock, Ark. The 
style, which is known for its juniper and citrus 
notes, has to work in a gin and tonic. 

“There might be people {who} want to use 
it in a Ramos gin fizz, but if it isn’t good with 
tonic water, the aver- 
age person won’t like 
it,” Brandon says. 

That’s because 
most people aren’t 
going to spend the 
time mixing a drink 
like a Ramos gin fizz, 
a blended cocktail 
made with gin, sim- 
ple syrup, half-and-half, an egg white, vanilla, 
orange flower water and lemon-lime soda. 
However, they likely will combine the spirit 
with bitter tonic water and a squeeze of lime 
in a gin and tonic. 

And that means the gin has to have enough 
of those trademark juniper and citrus notes 
so that the average person recognizes the gin 
as gin. “Tbu don’t want to have to convince 
someone that what they’re drinking is gin,” he 
says. But, at the same time, that doesn’t mean 
a distiller can’t put his unique stamp on the 
spirit, Brandon says. “You also want to sur- 
prise them a little bit.” 

Brandon’s Gin follows that formula. Of the 
seven botanicals that make up the spirit’s fla- 
vor, the juniper and citrus notes identify the 
spirit as gin. But in the background is a com- 
plex array of flavors, most notably cinnamon 
and anise.

Brandon attributes that intricate balance 
of flavors to the way he produces the spirit. 
He suspends the botanicals in a basket in the 
distillery’s pot still. The rising vapors pass 
through the basket and pick up the aromatics. 
The vapor infusion process produces a lighter, 
more complex and more aromatic spirit than 
other methods, he says. 

“We want our products to be a little dif- 
ferent and unique,” he says. That approach 
helped Brandon’s Gin win a double gold earli- 
er this year at the San Francisco World Spirits 
Competition.

Dn Alpa Patel says she always had a hard time sitting still in front 
of the 'I'V Now, she channek that extra energy into multitasking 
endeavors such as folding laundry or knittii^ while watching TV 
She^s lost 40 pounds in the past two years, 
lliat's good news for the senior epidemiologist at the American 
Cancer Society, who was the lead author of a study released in the 
fall that found women who sat for more than six hours a day had a 
37 percent increased risk of premature death, compared with 
18 percent for men. ITiose results stayed the same even when fac- 
tors such as an individual's diet, amount of physical activity and 
smoking were taken into account. 

Patefs study, the largest on how sitting affects mortality was 
based on information from surveys of 123,000 people who partici- 
pated between 1992 and 2006. Females who sat the 
longest and exercised the least had twice the 
risk of death compared with women who 
recorded more activity and less sit- 
ting. Under similar circumstances for 
men, there was only a 50 percent 
greater chance of death. 

Patel and others suggest these 
alternatives to sitting all day 
even if you have a job that re- 
quiresalotofit.
